over Ohio from tbe experiment sta- 
tion. The object of tbe mission was 
to determine 
whether or not tbe 


dreaded scourge known as the San 
Jose scale had infested the tree; 


If the scale was found the trees 


were marked with a white cross. Yet v 
few knew what the object of the in- 
spection was. but thev found out 
what it meant when tbe orders were 
received from the station to destrov 
the trees. 


The instructions are to cut, out all 
trees as far below ibe ground as pos- 
sible and burn them. It is stateu 
that if the owner of the tree does not,

j ers.
